A few days ago the contract 
was further dramatized by an 
event in Mississippi. J. D. 
Steitenroth, for 26 years a re- 
spected, faithful secretary-treas- 
urer of Mississippi Power and 
Light Co., a subsidiary of Mid- 
die South Utilities, Inc., said 
his conscience would no longer 
permit him to keep quiet. He 
said that two sets of books were 
kept by the company, one in 
Mississippi and the other in New 
York, and that ‘Wall Street 
interests’’ had ‘‘coercively’’ dic- 
tated exorbitant rates for elec- 
tric power in Mississippi. ‘I 
thank God I (finally) had the 
guts to throw off the yoke and I 
would do it all over = again,” 
said Mr. Steitenroth. 


Later, he sent a telegram to 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission to disregard all fi- 
nancial data in Middle South's 
application for a stock issue, 
funds of which were to be used 
.to build the ‘‘Dixon-Yates’”’ 
plant. “I was under the domi- 
nation of others in preparing 
and submitting the figures and 
data,’’ he said. 


Company officials categorical- 
ly denied Steitenroth’s accusa- 
tions. 

But, in Arkansas, where the 
disputed plant is to be buik, 
State Atty. Gen. Gentry said he 
had ‘‘thoroughly reliable infor- 
mation’’ the Arkansas Power 
and. Light’s rate increase _ re- 
quest was designed to establish 
a higher rate that could be cited 
by Dixon-Yates as the area's 
prevailing rate and thereby en- 
able it to sell power at a “‘go- 
ing rate’’ that would bring “‘huge 
profits.” R. E. Ritchie, presi- 
dent of Arkansas Power and 
Light, said there was ‘‘no word 
of truth in the Gentry charge.’

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McCarthy Verdict 
May Spell ‘The End’ 


It will be difficult for the membership 
of the U.S. Senate not to follow:the rec- 
ommendations of a six-man committee to 
censure Sen. Joseph McCarthy for con- 
duct unbecoming a senator. 

In the first place, the committee, com- 
posed of three Republicans and three 
Democrats, rendered a unanimous deci- 
sion. It followed a thorough hearing in 
which the charges against McCarthy were 
aired. 

Originally there were 46 charges lev- 
eled against the senator which the com- 
mittee was asked to consider. The group 
selected 13 of these for study and put 
them into five divisions. It has now rec- 
ommended censure on two specific counts 
while severely criticising him on the oth- 
ers. 

It flatly recommends censure on 
charges that Senator McCarthy was con- 
temptuous of the Senate Privileges and 
Elections Subcommittee that investigated 
his activities in 1951 and 1952 and that 
he abused Brig. Gen. Ralph W. Zwicker, 
former commanding officer of Camp Kil- 
mer, N.J., early this year. 

In inviting federal employees to supply 
him with classified information, the com- 
mittee found the senator’s actions im- 
proper. It also found he had committed a 
“grave error” in making public the con- 
tents of a classified document. Remarks 
which the senator has made about other 
senators the committee also found highly 
improper. 

If the Senate sustains the censure rec- 
ommendations, Senator McCarthy could be 
stripped of his committee chairmanships 
and would lose much of his power to 
browbeat fellow members of the Senate. 
In fact, it is doubtful whether any censure 
move would ever have developed had not 
the Wisconsin solon turned his guns on 
other senators—something that just isn’t 
done in the club atmosphere of the upper 
house of Congress. 

At any rate, it looks like this might be 
the beginning of the end for McCarthy. 
The Senate itself is being called upon to 
discipline the member whose Franken- 
stein-like power had been built upon the 
disregatd of all the rules of fair play. 
When he turned his wrecking tactics upon 
his own GOP administration and upon his 
own GOP colleagues in the Senate, he ap- 
parently laid the straw that broke the 
camel’s back. 

Let us hope that the senator from 
Wisconsin gets his just desserts. His long 
list of offenses against orderly and decent 
government must come to an end.

France’s Premier Plans 


A New and Brighter Era 


A revitalized France may be in the 
making under Premier Pierre Mendes- 
France. 

Beset from within and without by the 
Communists, and possibly somewhat de- 
moralized by too many handouts from 
the United States, France’s future has 
been the cause of considerable alarm re- 
cently. 

Mendes-France, however, has an- 
nounced a policy of no more aid from 
abroad, except for military purposes, and 
said that beginning in 1955, France once 
more will stand on her own feet. He 
pointed out that a nation that fails to bal- 
ance her own accounts “in the end gets 
into an impossible situation, both for it- 
self, and for the countries that are help- 
ing it.” 

Mendes-France’s three months in office 
have been marked by a series of interna- 
tional crises which have left his govern- 
ment little time to consider domestic 
measures. There now is hope ‘that the 
Nine-Power Conference in London will 
bring Europe nearer to peace and a so- 
lution of the West German problem. 

With this out of the way, the French 
may be able to turn their belated atten- 
tion to rebuilding on the home front. A 
premier who would like to see France 
self-sustaining, independent, and full of 
the old-fashioned virtue of self-respect, is 
the leader France has been needing for a 
long time.

It 
has many Southern characteristics, in- 
cluding a tendency to move slowly. 

Maple comes from the chill moun- 
tains of the north. It is made at the end 
of cheerless winter which may account 
for its rather pallid coloring and taste. 

In cane syrup are distilled all the 
flavors and perfumes of summer and the 
richness of the Southern fall. 

Those who like pale winter find maple 
to their taste. For the rest of us there is 
no substitute for cane, excepting of course, 
a good, heavy Georgia-made sorghum.

Facts on Fluoridation 


Argue for Its Adoption 


Since 1915, “The Scientific Monthly” 
has been the official publication of the 
American Association tor the Advance- 
ment of Science. Since 1945, Dr. James 
H. Shaw has been on the faculty of the 
School of Dental Medicine at Harvard 
University. 

That is by way of setting up the 
qualifications of the witness. In the Oct. 
1954 issue of “The Scientific Monthly,” 
Dr. Shaw has much to say about fluorida- 
tion as a dental decay preventive. 

From Dr. Shaw’s article these state- 
ments stand out as especially significant: 


“It is understandable and desirable that 
there should be free discussion of the vari- 
ous phases of the fluoridation proposal at 
the community level. 

“It was my personal conviction until 4 years 
ago that we should patiently wait for and 
energetically encourage the accumulation of 
additional facts, both on the potential benefi- 
cial influences and on the possible toxic mani- 
festations of fluoridation in the survey areas. 

‘In my opinion, these facts have become 
available in an incontrovertible fashion during 
this period. I believe that, beyond the shadow 
of a doubt, we can conclude that fluoridation 
is both effective and safe. . . 

“Use and abuse of the freedom of speech 
in public health matters often cause delays in 
the beginning of worth-while programs. As 
long as the issues raised are based on facts 
and on sound reasoning about these facts, 
these delays should not be considered to be 
unmerited, and the motives of the opponents 
in no way should be condemned. However, 
in connection with the fluoridation proposal, 
there has been a deplorable introduction of 
unsubstantiated statements guised as facts. 
These misrepresentations have led to anxiety 
on the part of some of our citizens who realize 
their own inability to evaluate scientific data 
and seek reliable guidance on such matters. 

“As valid and understandable educational 
materials about fluoridation are made avail- 
able to our urban citizens, and as they see 
the readily visible benefits among their rela- 
tives and friends in neighboring communities, 
there will be an irrevocable and increasingly 
insistent demand for the adoption of this public 
health measure even in areas where the 
opposition is presently the most vociferous.’’ 


The American Academy for the Ad- 
vancement of Science will publish the 
Shaw discussion as a monograph “Fluori- 
dation as a Public Health Measure.” In 
the AAAS monthly the title is “Should 
Fluorides Be Added to Public Water 
Supplies?” 

Succinctly stated, the answer is yes.

“I defy anyone to show me how it is 
possible for anyone to be for President 
Eisenhower and for Mr. Meek at the same 
time.” He lumped him with “Old Guard 
politicians and special interests ... that 
have tried to smother every progressive 
idea since the time of Chester A. Arthur.” 

As for the President’s endorsement of 
all Republican candidates, Mr. Stevenson 
described it as follows: “The President 
says, in effect, give me a Republican Con- 
gress to do what we couldn’t do with a 
Republican Congress.”

B-3 zoning was recommended 
for an drea running from the 
present Atlanta city limits north 
to the south frontage of Mt. Paran 
road, including Long Island drive, 
and lot No. 41, the south 1,200 
feet of lot No. 67 and a portion 
of lot No. 92. 

R-3 zoning also was recom- 
mended for two tiers of lots in 
the Sandy Springs vicinity from 
Long Island Creek north of Aber- 
nathy drive. 

R-2 zoning was proposed for the 
south frontage of Mt. Paran road |— 
to Long Island Creek and east. to 
High Point road. 

The remaining area between 
the city limits to the north line 
of Fulton County was recom- 
mended for R-l zoning. The area 


extends to a point along the north

Delegates to the Georgia Water 
and Sewage School on the Georgia 
Tech campus recently saw a 
dramatic demonstration of the ‘‘re- 
flectoscope,’’ an ultransonic testing 
device which—among other things 
—can detect flaws in apparently 
sound water mains. 

Atlanta Waterworks Manager 
Paul Weir said the $6,000 machine 
which does the testing may revolu- 
tionize future water main installa- 
tions, 

The reflectoscope checks mains 
for flaws before they are laid, thus 
minimizing the danger of breaks 
when pressure is placed in newly- 
installed lines. 

A. V. Kelley, Atlanta consultant 
in test instruments, explained the 


reflectoscope, used widely in aero-f 


nautics and the automotive field, 
produces pulses of ultrasonic sound 
waves which are beamed into ma- 
terials being tested. Traveling 
sound waves which encounter any 
dis-continuity are reflected back 
to the search unit in a pattern on 
a cathode ray tube. 

A University of Michigan elec- 
tronics professor invented the test- 
ing gadget, which has been im- 
proved by Sperry Products, Inc. 
Mines, paper mills, forging manu- 
facturers and other industries use 
the reflectoscope, but its use in 
solving a municipality problem like 
the laying of city water mains is 
“excitingly new,’’ Weir pointed out.

The used car salesman propped his foot on the droop front 
bumper of a 1947 “‘Whizmobile,”’ at the same time et Po a 
crease in one of the fenders as though trying to make it disap- 


pear. 


His eyes surveyed a lot filled with used cars, most of them 
“late models—low mileage.’ A couple of teen-age boys were argu- 
ing about the hot-rod possibilities of a bright blue coupe, but we 
could see only their legs poking from under its hood. 

“Them, customers?’’ The salesman lifted a cynical eyebrow, 
then muttered; “Naw, they’re just lookin’ around—wishin.’ 

“Yeah, it’s kinda slow t’day. But you think this is bad? You 
poet been around here last year. Prices were droppin’ so 
. t we hardly knew from one day to the next what a car was 

. And the customers weren’t shellin’ out their dough, either. 

o Now? Things are a lot better. Prices are pretty steady an’ 
clean cars are movin’ at a pretty good clip. And see the cars 
on this lot? That's all we got. Last year they were runnin’ 


out’a our ears.’ 


That, in a nutshell, is the used auto business as seen through 
the eyes of an Atlanta salesman. And the cryptic survey of this 
gent, who claims to know the business ‘‘as well as I know the 
palm o’ my own hand,” generally reflects conditions reported 


elsewhere. 


The National Used Car Dealers Assn., for example, says 
used car dealers in several sections of the country teported in- 
creased sales and declining inventories in August. 

Nationally, sales gained 4.2 per cent ayer July while inven- 
tories were dipping 2.2 per cent, a healthy situation for the au- 


tomobile market. 


In the 13-state South, however, sales were off 2.8 per cent. 
But an inventory decline of 5.9 per cent in this area helped cush- 
ion the sales decrease, which was not too far out of line with the 


national trend. 


Sales in New England and Eastern states, however, were a 
notable exception. Their dip of more than 14 per cent was blamed 
on unemployment in many sections as well as two hurricanes. 
And to top it off, inventories in these 10 Northeastern states 


climbed 18.2 per cent. 


Generally, though, prices are holding firm—‘‘unusually so 
for this time of year,’”’ according to one dealer who pointed out 
also that ‘‘wholesale activity is brisk and there’s a good market 


for clean cars.” 


What’s more, NUCDA says reports of September sales :are 
generally encouraging. And that’s quite a reversal from the same 


time in 1953. 


Wholesale Business 


Southern wholesalers did an estimated $20.7 billion worth of 
business last year, the Atlanta field office of the U. S. Commerce 
Department said Monday. This was more than 100 per cent 
above the $9.9 billion total of pre-World War II days, but con- 
siderably below the $37.2 billion business in 1948 when the last.. 
regular business census was taken. Grocery and industrial ma- 
chinery sales in Dixie last year exceeded such sales in all other 


regions, the report added.

Top Peiping 
Post; Chu 2nc 


TOKYO, Tuesday, Sept. 28 (7— 
The People’s Congress yesterday 
renamed Mao Tze-tung No, 1 man 
in Communist China and handed 
the No. 2 post to aging Gen. Chu 
Teh, Red Army commander. 

Peiping radio said the elections 
were unanimous. But it seemed ob- 
vious that Mao had hand-picked 
his old comrade-in-arms for the 
position which would make Chu 
top man should Mao die. Mao's 
health supposedly is bad. 

Passed over were the two Chi- 
nese Communist leaders most of- 
ten mentioned as pessible succes- 
sors to Mao—Premier Chou En- 
lai and Liu Shaochi, the party’s 
theoretician. 

Chou retained his position as 
Premier. Liu was made chairman 
of the Standing Committee of the 
People’s Congress. 

Mao's title under the new consti- 
tution will be chairman of the Peo- 
ple’s Republic of China. Chu is 
vice chairman. 

Mao is granted broad, dictatorial 
powers, and these can be wielded 
by the vice chairman should the 
chairman die or become incapaci- 
tated by illness. 


Slate Radar 
Net in Aretie 


Early Warning 
Aim of System 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27 (#—The 
United States and Canada today 
announced plans to build a fence 
of radar stations across the top of 
the continent as far north as prac- 
ticable in the Arctic. 

This new, northernmost network 
will be designed to give as early 
warning as possible of the ap 
proach of any enemy planes across 
the polar icecap and thus to help 
intercept a possible hydrogen or 
atomic bomb attack on America’s 
big cities. 

THIRD IN CANADA 

It will be the third radar chain 
stretched across Canada. 

The “Pinetree” chain, started 
four years ago, extends across the 
populated southern part of the do- 
minion, generally along the 54th 
parallel. This was a joint Canadi- 
an-U.S. project. Last spring, Can- 
ada undertook to finance, construct 
and operate the ‘‘Mid-Canada line”’ 
of radar stations across the broad 
center of the country. 
| Today’s announcement said Can- | 
‘ada and the United States had_| 
agreed in principle that ‘‘there is 
a need for the establishment of a 
distant early warning line across 
the far northern part of North 
America.”’ 


‘DIFFICULT TASK 


Detailed planning has been or- 
dered started at once, the announc- 
ment said, and what part each 
country will have in constructing | 
and manning the new radar sta- 
tions will be worked out afterward. | 

“The establishment of these! 
North American defense installa-| 
tions is a costly and difficult task, | 
which is being undertaken because 
our security requires it, and is be- 
ing accomplished successfully be- 
eause of the readiness of Canadii- 
ans and Americans to work to-| 
gether in a common cause,” the| 
‘announcement said.
